EDMONTON MEN IN MINNEAPOLIS 

Minneapolis Tribune: A party of 
Canadian gentlemen from Edmonton, 
Alberta, headed by Mayor Charles May, 
stopped off in Minneapolis this morn- 
ing to see the flour mills, make a 
few enquiries regarding street paving 
and take a swing areund the wonder- 
ful city of which they have heard so 
much. The party inciudes John Irvin 
Mills and Aldermen J. R. Boyle and 
R. J. Manson. 

Their objective point is Grand Rap- 
ids, Mich, where they will inspect the 
automatic telephone service of that city 
with a view of installing a similar one} 
in Edmonton. C. L. Fisher of the tele- 
phone company, is a member of the 
party. 

“We are about to instali a new tele- 
phone plant,” said Mayor May, “and as 
our municipality looks after electric 
lighting, telephones and other public 
business, we have decided to investi- 
gate the merits of the automatic tele- 
phone device which does away with the 
services of operators. Our present sys- 
tem is inefficient, and as Edmonton 
now has a population of 12,000 and 
Strathcona, just across the river, has 
4,000 people, we want the best tele- 
phone system extant. 

“We want to get started right in 
the matter of street paving also and| 
will call on your city engineer for 
a few pointers. 

“Our city is growing at a wonder- 
ful rate. We have the finest lignite 
coal in the world in inexhaustible 
quantities, and it is brought to market 
just as hay is to your Minneapolis 
market. 

“We have lately discovered natural 
gas at a depth of some 1,400 feet, and 
we feel that we are very fortunately 
situated. Our city is beautifully locat- 
ed on a hill on the Saskatchewan, and 
with the enterprising little city of 
Strathcona just across the stream, we 
have become an important centre in 
the Northwest. 

Mayor May said that Edmonton would 
shortly have three miles of municipal 
street car tracks, the cars of which 
would be operated by electricity fur- 
nished by the municipal electric plant.

MUCH IMPROVEMENT 


Expenses Decreased and Revenue En- 
larged—Surplus for December 


v ‘ 


Ottawa, Feb. 5._There is a marked 
improvement in the position of the In- 
tercolonial Railway for the first six 
months of the fiscal year compared 
with the same time in 1904. The state- 
ment furnished by the railway depart- 
ment shows that during this period 
there was an increase in the working 
expenses of $178,799 and an increase in 
revenue of $232,690, making a better- 
ment of $411,495. For the month of 
December there was a surplus of 
$9,871. There is still a small deficit 
of $71,000. 


G.T.P, TENDERS CALLED 
FOR. 

The call for tenders for the con- 
struction of two sections and a 
bridge of the transcontinental 
railway is published in the Cana- 
da Gazette. 

There are three tenders called 
for. One is for the section of road 
from a point at Winnipeg to the 
junction of the Grand ‘Trunk Pa- 
cific railway from Lake Superier, 
a distance of 245 miles. The 
other is for a stretch from Quebec 
to a point near La Tuque, a dis- 
tance of 150 miles. This will put 
395 miles under construction. In 
addition to this tenders are asked 
for a steel bridge at Cape Rouge. | 

The tenders will require to be 
in Ottawn on March 12, when the 
time for receiving them will . be 
closed. The call for tenders gives 
notice that the work will have to 


be under the fair wages agree- 
ment, that is to say the current

vages in the district, or a fair and 


reasonable wage must be paid. 
When any disagreement on any 


point arises the commissioners 
must decide. 

Another provision is that sup- 
plies and material for the work 
must be purchased in Canada as 
far as possible. Contractors must 
ouard against forest fires, and the 
work must be completed by Sept.

T.P. branch from Fort William. 
The west end of the work will re- 
quire a reliable and substantial 
firm to carry it through. The con- 
tract will amount to something 
like $8,000,000: therefore, $400,- 
000 will have to be put up accom- 
panying the tender. 

After the tender for the western 
contract is accepted the conrmis- 
sioners have authority to call for 
a further guarantee up to a third, 
which would be $2,000,000; there- 
for the work is not likely to go to 
a firm which would not be able to 
carry it through.

She sent a parcel of books to the 
Tristan folk. Bearing in mind 
that they are a primitive people 
and that few of them are able to 
read and write, it 1s rather inter- 
esting to note what sort of books 
the Duchess considered best 
adapted to their simple _ tastes. 
Among those she picked out for 
them were: A Lady of Quali ty, 
The Broom Squire, The Lunatic 
ai Large, Folly Corner, Under the 
Red Robe, Palestine Explored, 
People of the Mist and Forgotten 
Children. The Mission of  Sea- 
men confined their selection to 
devotional works. 

Mr, Kerry had his own ideas of 
what sort of mental diet was best 
adapted to the Tristaners, and 
very likely they came nearer the 
mark than those of the Duchess.

THE FARMERS AND TAXATION 
Te the Editor Edmonton Bulletin: 

We have heard a good deal of talk 
lately about tariff and revenue. The 
delegation before the tariff commiasion 
made plain that the Alberta farmer is 
not protected at all by the tariff. On 
the other hand there are heavy cus- 
tom duties on what he has to buy, 
farm impleinents, coal oil, cotton goods 
etc—But the Government must raise 
revenue ! Let us examine a little that 

Question of revenue.—Who pays that 
revenue to the Government ?—The con- 
sumera of course,—Which consumers ? 

The merchants, manufacturers, pro- 
feesional men, and laborers may some- 
times pay it to the collector, but they 
get it back from their patrons or cus- 
tomers. 

As they enjoy the privilege to set 
their own price ‘on what they sell or 
what they produce, they simply add the 
customs dulies to the price they ask 
for their goods, or their labor, or 
their services as the case may be. That 
Class of consumers can easily pass the 
tax along to the other fellows, and 
they pass it along from one to the 
other till it comes to another class of 
consumers, commonly called farmers.

“It seems to be very generally sup- 
posed that pork is more cheaply and 
easily produced from the hogs of the 
thick. short American breeds than 
from the three English breeds which 
are favored for bacon production. Why 
such a belief should be so general is 
difficult to understand as repeated tests 
conducted at various experiment sta- 
tions have shown that hogs of the 
Yorkshire, Berkshire and Tamworth 
breeds produce pork as cheaply as 
those of the Poland China, the Chester, 
White or the Duroc Jersey breeds. In 
the opinion of Prof. Day of the Ontar- 
io Agricultural College, who is fore- 
most among authorities on bacon pro- 
duction, the lusty, growthy pig of the 
bacon type ius the most economical 
pork-maker we have, especially when 
reared, as bacon hogs shculd be,, large- 
ly on such foods as roots, soiling crops 
and dairy ofial. 

There is much difference of opinion 
regarding the cost at which hogs fit 
for market can be produced and there is 
probably as much difference between 
the cost to one feeder and the cost to 
another as between these opinions.
